The boards In the city are now com- 
posed of twelve members, one from 
each of the ten wards in the city with, 
mavor and a member of council 
added. Some of the boards were 
originally smaller, but the injection 
of ward politics and the cry of “give 
every ward a member” caused the 
boards to be increased in size until 
they are now al] such large bodies as 
to be unwieldy ang entirely unsatis- 
factory. With so many men déeiays 
are caused and such wrangling and 
dissensions result as to seriously in- 
‘erfere with the bDusiness of the city. 
Although a board membership may 
show a full list of good, representative 
citizens, yet so large a body prevents 
the city’s affairs betng dispensed in a 
businesslike way. 

The boards of Atlanta, some of which 
centro] the expenditure of a few thou- 
sand dollars, are larger than a board 
of directors in a corporation that con- 
trols the expenditure of millions. 

The tendency has been to inject 
petty politics into some of the boards 
and to thereby seriously interfere with 
the workings of departments. 

City Has 87 Board Members. 

There are in Atlanta seven city 
boards as “follows: Boara of health, 
water boarf, Grady hospita) board, 
park board, library board, education 
board and police board. Each of 
these is composed of twelve members 
except the gospital board, which has 
gone the others three better and has 
fifteen members.

There are 3,000 houses within ¢« mile 
and @ half of the center of Atlanta 
which are not furnished with water 
Yby the city. 

That sounds bad enough, doesn't 

But that is not all. These same 
3,000 houses cannot be supplied with 
water, because there is a city law for- 
bidding it. 

How does that sound for a modern, 
twentieth century, up-to-date city like 
Atlanta?

The Explanation. 

Now, here is the explanation: 

The 3,000 houses are on alleys that 
are being used as streets. That is, the 
thoroughfares were formerly alleys 
converted into streets -nd residences 
were built upon them. 

Atlanta has a law which declares 
that no water pipe shal] be laid by the 
city on any alley. 

Well, the question might te asked, 
why doesn't the city make streets out 
of the alleys and then go aw 
lay water pipe on them? " 

The answer is, because tl..re is a 
city law which says that no alley shall 
be accepted as a street which is less 
than fifty feet wide. That law was 
passed when efforts were being made 
years ago to get Atlanta honeycombed 
with little, narrow streets in which 
two vehic'es ceuld not pass each other 

Alleys Used Aa Streets,

While the city couldn't officially 
turn the alleys into streets, the prop- 
erty-owners did and went ahead and 
built houses on them. With no water 
there can be no sewer.

Some of this story is not new—that 
part about the earth closets and dis- 
ease—but the part that is new is that 
the city is utterly unable to relieve the 
situation because of one of its own 
laws. 

Yes, that can be 
done, but, then, there will be a flood of 
narrow streets thrown upon the city 
to take care of, and perhaps pave.

As soon as the first robber got fn the 
door he leveled his’ gum at Mail Clerk 
Harry ©. Clark and ordered him to 
throw up his hands, and then fired be- 
fore the clerk could obey the com- 
mand. 

The bullet struck Clark in the 
mouth, ripping eut the teeth on one 
side. As soon as Clark fell, the two 
robbers turned their attention to the 
other clerk, C. E, Reid, and covered 
him. 

Both Clark and Reid were then lock- 
ed up in a closet in the end of the 
car, and were not discovered until the 
train reached Auburn. A large con- 
signment of Tacoma and southern 
mail is transferred to this train at 
Auburn, and when the doors were 
opened to grake the transfer, the mail 
clerks could not be found, but the 
blood stains on the floor led to the 
closet. The wounded men were at- 
tended to and sent back to Seattle. 

Train No. 2 does not stop between 
Seattle and Auburn, but the robbers 
got off at Kent, where the train slows 
for the city limits. 

According to Reid, the two robbers 
wore masks over the lower part of 
their faces, were both smooth-shaven, 
about 6 feet 10 inches in height, and 
weighed about 160 pounds. 

The mail pouches and _ registered 
mail were scattered in the car, but it 
could not be learned what had been 
taken.

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BUG WORSE THAN HOOK-WORM — 
EATING UP ARMY SUPPLIES 


Help! Thrice help! Muster in all 


the reserves and double the outposts. 

The army bug is eating up all the 
supplies of the National Guard of 
Georgia. And if the army bug eats 
up the supplies, what shal! the army 
do? Answer is, declare war on the 
army bug and fight ‘till the last bug 
expires. 

But, what if it isn't the army bug 
that is doing the damage? Thats 
neither here nor there. It’s a bug, and 
its habits are destructive—so, in the 
language of one of our famous mil- 
itary leaders, “You may fire when you 
are ready, Gridley.” 

The pest which is responsible for 
all the alarm recorded in this story 
was recently. discovered by General 
O'Bear, inspector general of the Na- 
tional Guard of Georgia. The general 
has charge of all the supplies of the 
army which are stored in the base- 
ment of the capitol, 

While doing some inspecting among 
the supplies Wednesday, the general 
discovered that a bug of some descrip- 
tion had; taken a fancy to the wooden 
handles of a number of spades re- 
served by the army for digging 
trenches in case of war, and that the 
said bug, or bugs, had gone .through 
the entire allotment, as if with a fine- 
tooth comb, escaping none. 

The general was amazed. Naturally 
so. Forthwith he copped out a few 
of the handles of the spades which 
most conspicuously displayed the 
handiwork of the bug and he carried 
them up to his office for closer in- 
spection. And the upshot of the whole 
matter was that the general. decided 
he didn't know what kind of a bug it 
was: but, at a loss for a better name, 
he called it the army bug. 

“fT guess I will hav@ to put it up to 
the state entomologist, E. L. Wor- 
sham,” said General O’Bear. “He is the 
bugologist of the state, and 
mayhap he can tell us what species of 
insect it is which is devouring the 
supplies of the army. If the bug is as 
voracious as it appears to be, some- 
thing must be done at once, else’ it 
may attack the very fouwndation stoner

General O'’Bear stated that, at first, 
he thought possibly the bug was of 
the hook-worm species, and he started 
to wire the Rockefeller hook-worm 
commission for advice; but later he 
decided that it would not look well te 
gO over the head of Entomologist Wor- 
sham, he being the official bug in- 
spector of the state.

Congestion on Peachtree 


Demands Relief. 


Both Mayor Maddox and May- 
or Winn Urged That Some- 
thing Be Done to Secure a 
Well Paved Street Parallel to 
Péachtree Street. 


Since Mayor Maddox, in his fare- 
well address to council, called special 
attention to the congestion of traffic 
on Peachtree street, and since Mayor 
Winn made special reference to this 
same matter in his inaugural address, 
the matter is now being agitated more 
than ever bt the people who have been 
demanding for some time that some- 
thing be done to remove the death-trap 
that Peachtree street has become. 

As has been stated time and again 
in The Constitution, the congestion on 
Peachtree street has been dangerous for 
many months, and it is growing more 
so every day. FWeachtree street being 
the only one leading thoroughfare on 
the north side of Atlanta which has 4a 
good grade, and is well paved, it be- 
comes the avenue for every class of 
vehicle in that section of the city. 

The Parallel Streets. 

On both sides of Peachtree there are 
but two streets which have steep 
grades, and are paved with rough bel- 
gian blocks. To bring relief to the 
congestion on Peachtree some of the 
paralle) streets must be regraded and 
repaved with a smooth pavement. 
Which street or streets are to be se- 
lected for this purpose is a question to 
be decided when council has provided 
the money for the purpose, and when 
the whole matter has been thoroughly 
investigated and threshed out, 

The first thing for council to do will 
be, perhaps, to appoint a special com- 
mittee to make a report upon the mat- 
ter, after a thorough investigation, and 
recommend what street parallel tt 
Peachtree will be best to utilize in 
order to relleve the congestion of traffic. 
When this committee has made its 
recommendation, the city engineer can 
estimate the cost, and then it will be 
up to the finance committee of counclh 
to provide the money. 

Streets That Are Mentioned, 

Since the question has been agitated, 
the streets that have been mentioned 
are Spring, West Peachtree, Ivy anda 
Courtland. It was believed at first 
by many that Spring street was the 
most available, but there has been 
some doubt raised to this because some 
of the property owners on that street 
do not believe they will be financially 
able to stand the cost of repaving. 
Mayor Maddox recommended either Ivy 
or West Peachtree street, or both. Ivy 
street could be utilized only as far as 
its junction with Peachtree street, 
which at Forrest avenue. This 
would greatly relieve the congestion 
to traffic. Courtland street could 
well utilized, but the cost to property 
owners might interfere here as 
as on Spring street. west Peach- 
tree could be used, provided property 
owners did not raise too much objec- 
tion to the cost of repaving. 

But as stated, the question of a route 
is a matter for future consideration. 
The one thing to be done, as declared 
both Mayor Maddox and Mayor 
is to relieve the econgestion on 
Peachtree street as soon as possible. 
The street its daily thronged with ve- 
hicles of every class go0Oing in both 
directions, and every day that 
but adds to the increase of the con- 
gestion and makés more probable ser'- 
ous accidents that mean the loss of 
human life.

New York, January 4.—A further 
advance in prices was recorded on the 
stock exchange today. The movement 
at the outset was fairly broac and 
indicated that the market was recov- 
ering from tits recent spell of depres- 
sion; algo that an important bull clique 
had the situation well in hand. 

United States Steel was usually the 
most conspicuous feature by reason of 
its strength and activity.

MOTOR AMBULANCE 


ID PRESSING NEED 


Grady Superintendent Cries 
for Adequate Equip- 
ment. 


“There are many pressing needs for 
the Grady ambulance, and the wonder- 
ful growth of the city has rendered 
new equipment imperative,” said br. 
W. B. Summerall, superintendent of the 
Grady hospital, yesterday in speaking 
of his yearly report, which has just 
been made up. “The sefvice of the 
hoepital has increased over 100 per 
cent in two years, according to the 
actual figures which can be verified. 
We must have an automobile ambu- 
lance, and we sadly need a home for 


the nurses. 

“The ambulance is one of the most 
crying needs that’ we have. The hos- 
pital ig on Butler street, and the dis- 
tances from there to other portiong of 
the city run up into the miles. The 
old horse ambulances now in use are 
antiquated and slow, ‘and the new 
motor ambulance must be secured. 
Calls now require twice as much time 
to be answered as should be, and the 
patient suffers in the meantime. 

“One night during the Christmas 
holidays we answered more calls than 
ever before. The horses were run 
down early in the night, and severai 
times it was necessary for us to refuse 
to answer sick calls, for fear that 
while gone on that an emergency 
would come in and the patient wouid 
die before he could be reached. 

“As to the nurses’ home, we now 
have thirty-five nurses, and no ade- 
quate accommodation for them. Some 
are housed on the second floor of the 
main building, which space ig needed 
for other purposes, and the Others are 
in a@ small house at the rear end of the 
lot, which was built originally for con- 
tagious diseases.” 

The figures of the report speak for 
themselves. During 1910 the tota 
number of patients treated was 15,094, 
of which 11,421 received attention at 
the clinics of the hospital, while 3,673 
were taken into the wards and rooms. 
Of these last $3,577 were charity 
,itients. Thths is an increase in the 
n mber of patients of 25 per cent over 
19.\9 and over 100 per cent in the past 
twc years. 

Ai) idea of the “xtent of the work 
is gained from the daily figures. The 
daily average of patients treated was 
127, the lowest number treated in one 
day was 95 and the largest 173. Dur- 
ing the year 10,890 dozens of eggs were 
consumed, and 56,408 quarts of milk. 

The ambulance service increased 61 
per cent in 1910, and Dr. Summerai! 
says that the ratio of ambulance calls 
to the population is greater in Atlanta 
than in any other city. During the 
past year the ambulances answered 
3,516 calls, while in 1909 the number 
was 2,460.

His appearance showed that he had 
been out all day, and he was exhaust- 
ed from the cold and lack of food. 

Mr. Wallace gave him a good sup- 
per and sent him to bed. Soon after, 
he learngd of-+the escape from the 
Tower and both he and R. L Dobbs, 
who lives with him, identified With- 
row from his description, but he wait- 
ed until the man had gotten rested 
before he told him that he was to go 
back to Atlanta.

CAN’T HOLD RAILROAD 
FOR HAULING MOB 


Miles in United States 
District Court. 


Vicksburg, Miss., January 4.—Be- 
cause a railroad company furnishes a 
special train to a party of men, and if 
used to convey a mob bent on lynch- 
ing, the railroad company cannot be 
held liable for damages. In effect, this 
decision was rendered today by Judge 
Niles in the United Stateg district 
court. 

In the sult at issue, Mrs. Annie Rog- 
ers, whose husband was lynohed at 
Tallulhea, La, several years ago, 
sought the recovery of $50,000 from the 
Vicksburg, Shreveport and Pacific 
railroad. In her petition Mrs. Rogers 
held that the railroad company was 
liable for damages because they fur- 
nished a train which transported the 
mob from Monroe, La., to Tallulha. 
Judge Niles took an opposite view. 

Rogers was charged with the killing 
of Jesse Brown, a planter of Girard, 
La. Both men were prominent.
